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ABSTRACT 

Intended for parents to read to their infants and 
young children, this booklet of mostly traditional nursery rhymes has 
been designed and illustrated by elementary school students. Each of 
the 16 nursery rhymes in the booklet is accompanied oy short 
instructive or informational remarks which reiterate the importance 
of parents' reading to their children and offer advice and 
encouragement for parents. A certificate for successful daily reading 
is included, and student illustration credits and a suggested reading 
list are attached.

The booklet concludes with student 
illustration credits and a suggested reading list.
